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Manslaughter 
Charges Dropped - 
in North Fork 
Fatal ODs Case

A Suffolk County judge has dismissed two 


manslaughter charges that an accused drug 
dealer was facing in the case of a string of fa- 
tal overdoses on the North Fork last summer. 

Lavain Creighton of Greenport is still up 
against multiple counts of criminal posses- 
sion of a controlled substance with intent 
to sell after Judge John Collins dropped the 
manslaughter charges. 

“We are very pleased that Justice Collins 
appropriately applied the law that requires 
actual reckless conduct to establish a charge 
of manslaughter,” said Creighton’s Riverhead- 
based attorney, Lane Bubka. “For too long the 
district attorney’s office has tried to use a 
statute that was never intended for inadver- 
tent deaths caused by overdose incidents.” 

His arrest came days after a series of eight 
overdoses, six of which proved fatal, between 
August 5 and 13, that have been connected 
to a batch of fentanyl-laced cocaine on the 
North Fork and Shelter Island, authorities 
have said. 

Creighton had allegedly sold the lethal 
drugs that caused two of the fatal overdoses 
and had sold drugs to a third individual who 
died of a fatal overdose, prosecutors have 
said. The evidence included undercover de- 
tectives purchasing drugs from the suspect 
and text messages from one of the victims to 
Creighton, according to investigators. 

Prosecutors declined to comment on the 
charges being dismissed. Creighton still faces 
up to 10 years in prison, if convicted of the 
drug charges.

Montauk’s Warhol Dispute Heading to 


Supreme Court

The U.S. Supreme Court has agreed to hear ar- _ 


guments in a pivotal copyright case involving late 
Montauk homeowner and influential Pop artist Andy 


Warhol's works depicting the iconic musician Prince. 


The high court agreed to weigh in on the dispute 
after the Manhattan-based 2nd U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals overturned a lower court's ruling that 
Warhol's Prince series based on photographer Lynn 
Goldsmith’s image was “fair use,” meaning the art- 
ist didn’t commit copyright infringement because he 
transformed the photo. 

Andy Warhol Foundation for the Visual Arts attor- 
ney Roman Martinez said he welcomed the Supreme 
Court’s decision to hear the case and hopes it will 
“recognize that Andy Warhol's transformative works 
of art are fully protected by law.” He argued that the 
appeals court ruling created “a cloud of legal uncer- 
tainty” for an entire genre of art like Warhol's. 

Goldsmith said in a statement that she too looks 
forward to continuing the fight. 

“Five years ago, the Foundation sued me to obtain 
a ruling that it could use my photograph without 
asking my permission or paying me anything for my 
work,” Goldsmith said. “I fought this suit to protect 
not only my own rights, but the rights of all photog- 
raphers and visual artists to make a living by licens- 
ing their creative work — and also to decide when, 


how and even whether to exploit their creative — 
or license others to do so.” 

Wathol, who died in 1987, created a series of 16 
attworks based on a 1981 photo of Prince taken. by 
Goldsmith. The series came about after Vanity Fair 
commissioned Warhol to create an illustration of 
Prince in 1984 to accompany a magazine article. The. 
magazine paid $400 to license Goldsmith’s photo- 
graph for Warhol to use as a reference to create his 
prior work. 

The agreement limited the use of the phofsanaik 
to the single instance in the magazine and required 
Vanity Fair to give credit to Goldsmith, among other 


_things. In 2016, after Prince’s death, the magazine 


published a tribute issue with one of Warhol’s works 
on the cover. It did not include credit to Goldsmith, 
who has said it was only then that she became: aware 
of the Prince series. 

The 2nd Circuit decided that a pansfaneatiee 
work must have a “fundamentally different and new 


artistic purpose and character,” and that Warhol's 


paintings were “much closer to pepsees: the same 


_work in a different form.” 


The case will be argued after the Supreme Court 
begins its new term in October. The resulting ruling 
could help clarify when and how artists can make 
use of the work of others.

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Bureaucrats Running Amok

or nearly 350 years, a group 

known as the town trustees, cre- 
ated by the King of England in 
1688, has overseen the up- 
keep of the three magnifi- 
cent ponds in the Hamp- 
tons that stick down like § 
daggers between Montauk — ' 
Highway and the Atlantic 
Ocean: Georgica, Sagg and 
Mecox. 


The trustees are elected officials . 


— one group in East Hampton, an- 


other in Southampton (and a third in| 


Southold) — who are completely sep- 
arate from the town boards of those 
three towns. They have separate of- 
fices, their own small budgets and 
their own enforcement agents, and 
are answerable only to the townspeo- 
ple, who own those pond bottoms. 

The trustees not only oversee the 
three pond bottoms, they also over- 
see all lakes, bays, streams, and river 
bottoms in the towns. So if you throw 
garbage into any of these waters, 
you will be ticketed and fined byt the 
trustees, not the town. 

Visitors are largely unaware of the 
distinction between the towns and 
the trustees. But once a year, when 
the level of the water in the three 
ponds gets toward overflowing, peo- 
ple become aware of what they do. 
The trustees cut a narrow temporary 
trench through the sandy beach be- 
tween the southern coastline of each 
pond and the Atlantic Ocean to let 
the water out. This cut is only a few 
hundred yards in length. 

On the day the ponds are let, the 
public is told to stay away as back- 
hoes and earthmovers are out there 
doing the job. After that, people can 
come down to the cut to swim across 
it or fish in it or ride the current on 
a raft (at their own risk) or just set 


up a folding chair and enjoy watching 


the overflowing water drain, wildly 
at first then slower and slower until 
it stops. 

Early Southampton town records 
offer numerous. mentions to the let- 


ting of the ponds. The first entry ap-. 


pears in 1644, a generation before the 
king’s edict formalized the operation. 
That year, the town magistrates or- 
dered that “every one in the say’d 
town from 16 years old to 
60 ... in their own persons 


the yeare to cutt open suffi- 
ciently a gut at meacoxe ...” 

_ In 1652, an entry reports 
that settler Isack Willman 
“in a passionate manner said 

that some of them ... knew noe more 


what belonged to the sepoose than ° 
a dog.” (The word “seapoose” in the 
.Shinnecock language’ translates to 
“small river.”) On September 19,. 


1905, it was noted that five teams 
of horses pulled on plows for three 
hours one afternoon to make the cut. 

Why make the cut? Left by itself, 
a pond takes. in fresh water from 
driving rains and inland streams. 
When it overflows, it floods-the area 
around it, including shoreline base- 
ments, then washes over the three 


ponds’ southern shore to rush out 
into the sea, carving away that south-_ 


ern shore so severely that when it’s 


done, the ocean rushes in and fills it - 


partially with salt water. Pond crea- 
tures do not do well when a pond 
is constantly changing its salinity. 
But when it is kept partly salty and 
brackish, oysters and clams thrive in 
great abundance. The trustees make 


the cut to keep it that way. More nee 


for the table. 

Many think the Shinnecocks were 
letting the pond even before the 
white men arrived. The Indians had 
shown the newly arrived settlers how 
to plant and harvest corn and pota- 
toes. It’s possible they also showed 
them how they got clams and oysters 
to thrive in great abundance. 


Since the 1970s, when many state 


and federal environmental regula- 
tions went into effect, inspectors with 
clipboards from the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Conservation 
(DEC) have agreed that the trustees 
were in charge of the Mecox Bay 
bottom.

hile millions of Ukrainians flee the Russian 

invasion that has caused widespread suffer- 
ing across the Eastern European nation, a few East 
End residents are heading into the fray to assist in 
person. 

They include a chef who has been helping bring 
food and other supplies to volunteers on the front 
lines of the conflict for weeks and a rabbi who is fly- 
ing to Poland to aid refugees at the Ukrainian bor- 
der for about a week this month. Both men hail from 
East Hampton but neither is of Ukrainian descent. 


“We're supposed to understand what it feels like 


to be refugees, to understand their plight, to un- . 


derstand and to really have empathy for their ex- 
perience,” said Rabbi Josh Franklin of the Jewish 
Center of the Hamptons, noting the timing of his 
trip coming right before Passover, which commem- 
orates the Isrealites’ exodus from ancient Egyptian 
slavery. “Now we're going to make sure we can help 
other people who are going through that same expe- 
rience that we went through.” 

More than 4 million Ukrainians have fled their 
homeland since the start of what Russia calls its 
“special operation” in Ukraine, U.N. agencies say. 


Ukraine Calling: Some on East End Travel 
to Eastern Europe to Assist in Crisis

Almost 2.5 million of them have crossed into Poland 
and more are still arriving — though the numbers: 


‘have slowed since the start of the war, according to 


Poland’s border guard service. President Joe Biden 
said in late March that the United States would ac-

Franklin said that as a descendant of German. 
refugees who fled the Nazis in the 1930s, he needed 
to answer the call to assist those displaced by the big- 
gest attack on a European nation since World War II. 

“Most of our community does have similar stories 
coming from Eastern Europe as refugees,” he said. 
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“And it’s not just Jewish refugees that we're. con- 
cerned about. We're worried about all of them.” 

Franklin said his congregation has raised “a very 
fair amount of money’ in addition to gathering sup- 
plies to assist weary volunteers on the border of Po- 
land and Ukraine, but he declined to specify exactly 
how much. — 

His five-day trip from April 9 to 14 will be as 
part of a rabbinical mission with a delegation of 
American and Israeli rabbis in partnership with 
on-the-ground refugee aid organizations, including 
the Jewish Community Center of Krakow. He’ll be 
_ home in time for Passover, which starts April 15 and 

runs through April 23. 

“Passover reminds us that once upon a ‘time, we 
too were refugees leaving Egypt, and that when we 
see tyranny and oppression, it’s our moral respon- 
sibility to alleviate the contemporary suffering that 
we too endured long ago,” he wrote i in an email to 

_ his congregation. 

The mission trip will also give him the responsi- 
bility of bearing witness to the crisis firsthand and 
bringing what he learns back to the East End. 

“We're: getting the news stories, but we’re not 

getting the stories’ of the people who are actually 


fleeing,” he said. “We're not really hearing from the _ 


refugees themselves. And my role will be to go over 
there and bring back the stories for our community.” 


Across the border in Ukraine, Kristofer Kalas, the . 


chef/owner of the restaurant Hello Oma, has been 
traveling across the war-torn nation with a band of 
volunteers trying to assist those in the middle of the 
conflict that started on Feb. 24..His calling came 
from the fact that his family had split their time be- 
tween the South Fork and his wife’s homeland for 
several years. He could not be reached for comment 
as of press time. 
“My focus is making < sure that there’s still a 


Ukraine for my daughter to grow up in,” Kalas told — 


Eyewitness News. “We have so much that we can 
do and each day is not enough so we just, we just try 
to focus one day at a time and keep things moving.” 

While the efforts of Kalas and Franklin have gone 
beyond the local donation drives, charity concerts 
and other efforts aimed at helping Ukrainians, they 
are not the only ones from the greater Long Island 
area who've gone overseas to assist the boots on the 
ground. So, too, have Neina Vetrano, a former Ro- 
manian tour guide, and her husband, Pastor Justin 
Vetrano, of The LIFE Lutheran Church in Westbury. 

“What we saw was overwhelming,” Justin said. 
“The children were wonderful and so sweet — 
they’re kids, kind of on an adventure. But the moth- 
_ ers and grandmothers, you can just see this glazed 
look in their eyes. Some of them would just break 
down in your arms.” 

Alexis Antilla, a New York-native college student 
_ who was acting as a combat medic for a team of 
fighters in Ukraine, was herself injured in a land 
mine explosion, she told Reuters at a hospital near 
the capital Kyiv last month. 

“T felt a calling to come here, I felt like it was the 


right thing to do, I feel like what’s happening here, 


‘ what (Russian President Vladimir) Putin is doing, 
is evil,” she said. “There is no need to put millions 
and millions of people through the suffering and 
torment that they are going through, and I felt I had 
to be here to help in any way that I could.”

A n oceanfront in ane with a Bluff Road 
address sold for $32 million last month, along 
with a nearby historic summer cottage on Bluff Road 
that traded for more than $6 million the same day. 
These transactions come on the heels of a $7 million 
sale of a neighboring historic summer cottage and 
amid a flurry of activity in Amagansett. 

The $32 million sale of 325 Bluff Road, set on _ 
2.59 acres along the ocean between Indian Wells 
and Atlantic beaches, is among the biggest trades so 
far this year. It was not clear who brokered the deal, 
as it was an off-market transaction. 

According to Suffolk County deed transfers, 
March 4 was also closing day for 336 Bluff Road, 

a 0.67-acre lot overlooking the 100-acre Atlantic 
Double Dunes Preserve. The two properties were 
purchased by different limited liability companies — 
Bluff Road Associates LLC and 336 Bluff Road LLC. 

The Gilbert Family Trust sold the oceanfront 
spread, which last changed hands in 2012 for 
$7.9 million when George SB Gilbert and 
Katharine Gilbert sold it to the trust. 

The classic home at 336 Bluff Road 
was built just before the turn of the 
20th century, one of 14 summer cot- 
tages built along the top of the bluff 
overlooking the dunes and the At- 
lantic Ocean, establishing what is now 
the Bluff Road Historic District in East 
Hampton Town. 

Just last week, deed transfers asiwee another 
one of those historic cottages, this one at 288 Bluff 
Road, sold in late January for $7 million. The listing 
agent, Kieran Brew of Saunders & Associates, told 
Behind The Hedges back in October, “These homes 
seldom become available for sale.”

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‘Hamptons’ Poet Lucas Hunt 
Takes On ‘New York’ in New Book 


BY OLIVER PETERSON 


A little more than two 
years after releasing 
Hamptons, his last book 
of poetry with publisher 
Thane & Prose, Lucas 
Hunt is back with New 
York, a collection of 79 
lexical snapshots of the 
city as described by an 
evolving author, from 
gobsmacked visitor to 
integrated cog in the ur- 
ban machine. 

Now available for pre- 
order, New York marks 
Hunt's third effort with 
Thane & Prose, which 
signed him for an unusu- 
ally generous five-book 
deal. It was preceded by 
Iowa and Hamptons in 
2019 and 2020, respec- 
tively, and. will eventu- 
ally be followed by Paris 
and Rome. Throughout 
the autobiographical 
series, Hunt chronicles 
his experiences in sat- 
isfying lyrical vignettes 
with adroit language and 
rhythm. 

Early in the book, 
Hunt’s poem “Empire 
State” speaks of. New 
York’s power to inspire 
as he commands his 
reader to, “Sing the 
spring chorus of muses” 
in place of activity and 
energy, a city where “flowering avenues support a 
pageantry of small feet, wings fly, immerse windows 
in light and let fervent rain water budding parks” as 
“fingers of grass massage nude backs and bed the lov- 
ers” — one can almost smell the season. 

Later, in “Solitude,” a more jaded voice emerges, 
breaking a single, painfully desolate sentence into 
four poignant lines, speaking volumes with just 20 
well-crafted words: 


“NEW YORK” 


I miss the elegance 

of joy and hurt to be human 
in public spaces, 

then go to a party alone. 


Hunt points out that writing New York (much of 
which was created concurrently with Hamptons and 
Iowa) began with his introduction to the city, seeing it 
as a Middle American expat from Grant Wood, Iowa 
who was making “weekend warrior” trips from the 
Hamptons before he eventually moved to the outer 
boroughs with grand ideas and meager funds. 


“I started off in Brooklyn and, you'll see it in the 
book, staying at a friend’s apartment on the Brook- 
lyn-Queens Expressway, like kind of dirty and dark. 
Then I moved to Long Island City for a few years, and 
now I’m in FiDi (the Financial District) in downtown 
Manhattan,” Hunt says, describing his trajectory in 
the big city. He started as a literary agent with almost 


‘nothing and. has since built Hunt, his eponymous 


company hosting auctions for 100-125 fundraising 
galas each year. 

“I wanted to capture some of the initial amazement 
or wonderment that I experienced when I first came 
to New York in the year 2000,” he explains. “So there

“Human nature became more of a character. (in 
New York) than nature.in the Hamptons. And that’s 
ever changing and malleable, and confusing and in- 
toxicating,” Hunt says. “I think the perspective there 
is really starting at the bottom, which I did. We moved 
into the city from the Hamptons with justa little bit of 
savings and I tried to make my way.” 

Hunt's story should feel familiar to anyone who's 
made a similar pilgrimage to the Big Apple, but it also 
aligns well with what many young, ‘creative people 
experience as they age and romance gives way to re- 
sponsibilities, often compounding with each passing 
year. Thankfully for his wellbeing, and his readers’ 
enjoyment, Hunt remains steadfast in his literary 
pursuits. ’ 

He intends to take some time peoniaane New York 
heavily before tackling the next two books in his se- 
ries. “I have two manuscripts that I’ve been working 
on about Paris and Rome for probably about 12 years, 
but they’re only like a third of the way done,” Hunt

fhe at times it feels like winter is never going 
to pry its icy fingers off Long Island, spring really 
is on the way. And, with the spring comes an urge to 
drink lighter, yet still refined, red wines. The perfect 
red to fit that bill is Clovis Point’s 2019 Petit Verdot. 

This petit verdot has 9% of malbec added. Wine- 
maker John Leo says, “Intense floral aromas and the 
tense red fruit flavors of petit verdot are softened 
and broadened by a dose of malbec to bring a bright 
and lively red with lots of personality.” 

Last week, we talked about how a wine labeled as 
a single varietal might include other varietals in the 
wine in smaller percentages. 

The Clovis Point.2019 Petit Verdot has a charred 
cherry nose with light anise notes. This super dry 
wine has notes on the palate of cherry, anise, euca- 
lyptus and earth. This is a tight, structured wine, 
with excellent, mouthwatering astringency. 

Leo adds, “We want to showcase the grape variet- 
ies that grow exceptionally well on the North Fork

of Long Island. While it’s easy to offer lesser-known 
grape varieties and sell novelty, we choose to grow 
the noble vinifera grape varieties and challenge our- 
selves to make wines that match up to, or surpass, 
the quality of wines made in the Old World.” 

A quick reminder on the noble grape varietals, 


which are usually discussed in respect to Bordeaux i 


and Bordeaux-style wines: A red Bordeaux must 
have one, or a combination, of the five noble grapes 


— cabernet sauvignon, merlot, cabernet Franc, petit 
verdot and malbec. Occasionally a sixth grape, car- 
ménére, is included. Noble grapes are known to re- 
tain their character no matter where they’re planted, 
and they’re known to produce top quality wine.

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Good Neighbors: 


Shane Weeks Pens Shinnecock 
History From Their Perspective 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


F or many years, Shane Weeks 
of the Shinnecock Nation has 
worked to bridge the gap between 
his community and those unfa- 
miliar with its history and culture, 
and in March 2022, he took a ma- 
jor step toward that goal with the 
release of his debut book Good 
Neighbors: A Shinnecock History 
From a Shinnecock Perspective. A 
lifelong dream that began to mate- 
rialize in 2017, Good Neighbors is 
a long awaited exploration of local history through 
a Shinnecock lens and a primer on this Indigenous 
nation’s rich culture and traditions. 

We spoke to Weeks about the need for a book like 
Good Neighbors to exist, who he hopes the book will 
reach and its potential as a resource for local school 
districts. 


_ SHANE WEEKS 


Was there a specific moment that inspired 
you to write Good Neighbors, or was it 
something you had always hoped to accom- 
plish someday? 

Ever since I was child, I'd always thought that I 
wanted to write-a book called “Good Neighbors.” 
That is the perfect name for a book on Shinnecock. 
Where that term comes from is, when‘! was a kid, 
our elders would always say we have to be good 
neighbors in order for our way of life to survive, 
even just a little bit. Their traditional way of life 
was so oppressed — it was outlawed in the United 
States and Canada for us to speak our languages 
and practice our culture — so at some point they 
thought it was the best decision to discontinue 
those practices out of safety for themselves and 
future generations. I always heard that, and as I 
was growing up, it became very important tome 
to understand who we were as Shinnecock peo- 
ple, who we are still as Shinnecock people, un- 


derstanding our history and uncovering the fact _ 


that our traditions, our way of life, our language, 
our practices weren't necessarily lost, as a lot of 
our elders also said. They just. went underground, 
they were just forgotten, and a lot of those things 
were still there. 

I began doing a lot of research. ... In that, I real- 
ized that almost all of the accounts of Shinnecock 
people were never documented through the eyes of 
a Shinnecock person. It was always third-person, 
always the accounts of what somebody thought they 
were seeing, never our own voices saying what it is 
that we really are doing or who we are. I felt it was 
important to write this book as I began to under- 
stand our history as I knew it, and understand that 
those documents where our own people talk about 


our own history are still very rare, 


foundation for future generations 
to look back on in terms of their 
own history. . 


How did you decide what 
facts, insights and opinions 
to include in the book? 


ways had in the back of my mind 
as I was writing the book that I 
wanted to include things that I 
wish I had found in my research. 
If somebody looks at this 150 years from now, I 
wanted to include things that would lead them to 
other answers and to further understanding, to 
have it all in one place. 

In our traditions we say we don’t always give 
everything in a teaching, we give just a little bit, 


just enough for somebody to be interested and do — 


the work themselves: And so that’s kind of how I 
also wrote the book — to just give a little bit, just 
give leads here and there for people, today or in 
the future, to follow. Like, “Oh wow, that’s interest- 
ing. Let me look more into that. ... Let me find an 


elder and ask about this teaching. What teaching is 


he talking about there?” To not. give the entire de- 
scription right then and there, we’re meant to work 
for our teachings, that’s our way. So that was a lot 
of how I came to those topics. 

I wanted to talk about life on Shinnecock, because 
that’s something that’s non-existent if you go back 
100, 200, 300 years ago in documentation, there's 
nobody really talking about a first-person account of 
what people were doing on Shinnecock growing up 
as adults, as children. I wanted to include that, and 
I wanted to include a bit about the way I understand 
our history — those documents that I looked into 
and how that compares to oral tradition and things 
like that. 


Who do you see as your target demo- 
graphic for this book, and what do you hope 
they'll gain from reading it? 

The target demographic is really anybody who's 
interested in learning about Shinnecock history. I 
see many people who are higher in age being very 
interested in our history, and also very young peo- 
ple — from all walks of life and all different back- 
grounds, races, professions — who are interested in 
understanding that the history that has been taught 
in public school districts and institutions have a very 


specific narrative and, a lot of times, a very false 


narrative. And again, I think people realize that 
they rarely hear our people talking about our under- 
standing of ourselves. I’ve found that many ‘different 
people are willing to listen.

Have you considered trying to get Good 
Neighbors added to Hamptons school read- 
ing lists to add a local Indigenous perspec- 
tive to the textbook narrative? 

I have not reached out to anybody yet about that 
happening. Several people have reached out to me 
about having it at different events — having talks, 
book signings — but not necessarily the curriculum 
yet. But I think it would be great if that’s something 
school districts would be inclined to see. I would 


love to have that as part of the local school district ” 


curriculum. 


What did you find most rewarding about 
writing and publishing Good Neighbors? 

I think that having a feeling of contributing to our 
future as Shinnécock people, just feeling that no 
matter how big or little, I was doing my part the best 
that I could. That feeling that somebody can look at 
this work i in the future was very asap to me.

I am a 62-year-old never-married 
woman who has suffered from depres- 
sion, anxiety and OCD for most of my 
life. Although I have been to some of 
the best private psychiatric facilities 
in the country, my depression ‘and 
other symptoms have never really 
improved. All I ever wanted was to 
have a loving home and family, but my 
choices in men have been so poor that 
I’ve never been able to have a happy 
and healthy relationship with anyone. 
What’s wrong with me? Do you think 
that I’m too old to find love?

I am a 73-year-old woman who has 
been married for almost 53 years.

Can 
you help me figure out what to do? I 
do realize that I have already wasted 
many years in a toxic relationship.

WHAT DO THESE THREE 
WOMEN HAVE IN COMMON? 
Barbara, Samantha and Cynthia all 
contacted me for therapy after read- 
ing my articles in Dan’s Papers. On 


the surface, these women appear to be 


very different in terms of personality, 


age, interests, professions, religions 
and backgrounds. So what are the is- 


sues that prevent three lovely, intel- 


ligent women from being able to find 
healthy and happy relationships? 


UNCOVERING THE SKELETONS 
When I first meet patients in my 
private practice in East Hampton 

and New York City, the first 

area that I always explore 
is a patient’s family back- 
ground. I need to deter- 
mine what my patients 
learned and didn’t learn 
about relationships 
growing up in their family 
of origin. For many thera- 
pists, the history is the past, 

so why bother spending a lot of time 
in revisiting a period of time that can- 
not be changed? However, the reality 
is that unless we are willing to exam- 
ine our histories and are prepared to 
emotionally work through the abuse, 
traumas and neglect that we may have 
sustained, I believe that many thera- 


pies are bandage therapies at best and - 


a complete waste of time, energy and 
money at worst. 


Therapies, including cognitive be- 


havioral therapy (CBT) and dialectical 
behavior therapy (DBT), are extreme- 
ly useful and effective in helping peo- 
ple move forward with their lives. Af- 
ter more than 35 years as a practicing 


_ psychotherapist and sex therapist and 
treating thousands of men and wom- © 


en, children and adolescents from 
every socioeconomic background, I’ve 
found that these therapies on their 
own are simply insufficient and inef- 
fective. We cannot pretend that our 
histories didn’t happen and can be 
ignored. It is those early years and 
experiences that set the stage for our 
conscious and unconscious behavior 
and subsequent choices that we make 
in our adult life. 

Interestingly, Barbara, Samantha 
and Cynthia all grew up in abusive 
homes with abusive fathers. Their pas- 
sive mothers did nothing to protect 
their daughters from the cruelty and 
abuse of their husbands. In Samantha’s 
case, her mother would encourage her 
father to beat her with sticks and belts. 
Barbara's situation was somewhat dif- 
ferent. Her mother became very ill 
after her birth and her father became 
her mother’s caregiver, giving up his 


very successful law practice. Barbara - 


told me that he would scream at her 


_on an almost daily basis, berating her 


for being born. When she was about 
10 years old, he routinely came into 
her bedroom when she was asleep and 
begin touching her private parts until 
she would wake up. He then demanded 


that she stimulate him. Is it any won- 


der that Barbara unconsciously chose 
older men that would also abuse her. 
The abuse was familiar. ae 

As I began to explore these women’s 
family histories, they began to. see 
how they unconsciously and inadver- 
tently were playing out their old fam- 
ily dynamics. These revelations were 


the beginning of. their journeys to 


healing and health. They were able to 
understand on a very deep emotional 
level that none of this was their fault. 
They came to see how their uncon- 
scious programming catapulted them 
into relationships that were familiar. 
These insights would never have 
happened if these women’s family 
histories had not been delved into in- 
depth. Their skeletons in the closet 
and unfinished business from their 
past was running and ruining their 
lives. Our sessions were long and 
painful. However, the good news is 


‘ that Barbara, Samantha and Cyn- 


thia are all on a new and wonderful 


path. They are successfully working 
through their issues that were getting 
in the way of their life and relation- 
ships. They learned the ingredients 
that actually go into a healthy rela- 
tionship, and they promised to use my 
10-step formula based on my research - 
and book, For Better, for Worse, For- 
ever: Discover the Path to Lasting 
Love, that teaches us how to assess 
who’s right or wrong for you BEFORE 
committing to any serious relation- 
ship. I am so proud of them for hav- 
ing had the courage to go through this 
process with me.

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Dogs Gan Overcome Post-COVID 
Separation Anxiety

Despite two years of pandemic-relat- 
ed bad news for humans, this time has 
had quite the opposite effect for dogs. 
Our four-legged friends have cher- 
ished every single moment at home 

‘with their people who are working re- 
motely or unemployed, and might have 
otherwise been out at a job for most of 
their waking hours. 

COVID-1i9 and lockdowns have acs 
benefited throngs of pets in need of 
homes. According to the\ASPCA, more 
than: 23 million households in the US 
adopted a pet during the pandemic — 
that’s one out of five. Some were pet 
owners who adopted an additional dog 
or cat, while others were adopting for 
the first time. 

Dogs and cats provided compan- 
ionship during the lonely months ‘and 
years of social distancing and limited 
physical contact with others. For those 
with a full home, such as parents with 
kids, pets offered a welcome distrac- 
tion from the pandemic and helped 
owners stick to a routine. . 

But now that the pandemic has died 


down, and things are mostly back to. 


normal, a lot of dogs are experienc- 
ing some form of separation anxiety 
as their owners return to work. For 
the dogs who were adopted during the 
pandemic, being left alone may be a 
new, unpleasant experience. 

“The sudden departure of people 
returning to work has upset the daily 
schedules and habits established dur- 
ing the lockdown,” explains Dr. Karen 
Johnston of Hampton Veterinary Hos- 
pital in Speonk, noting that she has 
treated an increasing number of dogs 
for anxiety due to this change. And, she 
points out, her overall number of pa- 
tients has also grown in the COVID era. 
“As the pandemic isolated many people 
and prevented them from leaving the 
house or socializing, pet ownership in- 
creased drastically,” Dr. Johnston says, 
including both dogs and cats. “Many 
shelters had no trouble adopting out 
not only their puppies, but older or 
more difficult to home dogs, as well.” 

Even without the pandemic com- 
pounding the problem, dog owners of- 
ten unknowingly encourage separation 
anxiety by making a big deal and say-

ing a long goodbye to their dog when 
leaving home, and again by wildly 
celebrating their reunion upon return. 


This will reward a dog’s anxiety.and . 


enforce unwanted behavior. 

There is a difference between a 
dog that is truly experiencing separa- 
tion anxiety and a dog that follows an 
owner around at home and gets upset 
when his owner leaves but then quickly 
calms down once he’s alone. Dogs with 


true separation anxiety experience. 


emotions of panic and distress, and 


display excessive behavior that can re- 


sult in self-harm. 
Thresholds and symptoms depend 


_on the individual. A dog-might present 


excessive yawning, drooling, panting, 
pacing and whining behaviors. House- 
broken dogs may go to the bathroom 
in the home due to the fear and stress 
they’re feeling, or they could engage in 
heavy vocalization, such as barking or 
howling. An acutely affected dog may 


even take part in destructive behav- 


ior, ruining objects and even furniture 
around the house, or attempting to free 
themselves to find their owner by dig- 
ging. or chewing around windows and

doors, which can result in self injury - 


and costly property damage. 


The good news is, separation anxiety 


‘is treatable. Steps can be taken by dog 


owners to not only help deal with the 
anxiety the animals feel, but to even- 
tually overcome it all together. The 
process, however, takes patience, con- 
sistency and time. 

It’s best to recognize and address 


anxiety as soon as possible. Dogs who. 


experience anxiety when left alone will 
generally get worse without interven- 
tion. They should not. be left alone. 
Luckily, there are options. If friends 
and family. are not available to watch 
them, dog sitters can provide care and 
companionship, as well as stimula- 
tion and exercise. For dogs who like 
to socialize with other canines, some 
boarding facilities provide doggie day- 


_ care. Or, on a smaller scale, many dog 
sitters offer daycare in their homes. — 
Another option is hiring a dog walker 
or sitter who comes to your home. Sites 
like rover.com can connect owners 
with sitters along with loads of helpful 
information from experts. _ 

- It’s important for a-dog’s wellbeing to 
get plenty of physical and mental exer- 
cise, with some breeds requiring much 
more than others. Interactive toys can 
help, along with chews (if they're su- 
pervised). A good walk can go a long 
way toward keeping your best friend 
calm and at ease. But a dog with true 
separation anxiety will demand amore — 
focused effort. 

_ Separation anxiety training starts , 
with finding a pet's threshold (the time 
it takes for anxious behavior to com- 
mence after they are left alone). This 


_can be done by observing them with a 


nanny cam or cellphone app. The key 
is to incrementally get the dog used 
to your absence without ever allow- 
ing them to reach a point (threshold) 
of exhibiting true anxiety, while also’ 
desensitizing them and changing their 
perception. For example, dogs often 
begin freaking out when they see their 
owner pick up car keys or putting on 
shoes. Try performing these actions 
throughout the day without ever actu- 
ally leaving the house. Soon, the dog 
will stop making the association. Giv-” 
ing food-motivated dogs their favorite 
treat only while leaving the house, and 
at no other time, can also change how 
they experience the separation. 
. Vets can, of course, prescribe anti- 
anxiety medication to calm a dog’s 
senses, but this is a temporary solu- 
tion and not a cure. Supplements such 
as CBD and herbal products — White 
Crane’s “Relaxol” and. other eastern 
medicine blends are available locally 
from Dr. Johnston at Hampton Veteri- 
nary Hospital — or even acupuncture 
(consult your vet), may also, help as 
part of an overall plan, but behavior 
modification is paramount. 
Unfortunately, far too many dogs are 
given away for displaying symptoms of 
separation anxiety. We made a com- 
mitment to our pets upon adoption, 


-and they helped many owners endure 


two bleak years during the pandemic, 
So we owe it to them to do the neces 
sary work.

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Starr Boggs, Legendary 
Chef Behind Westhampton 
Beach Restaurant, Dies

In late February, Starr Boggs offi- 
cially sold his eponymous restaurant 
in Westhampton Beach more than 
40 years after he arrived in the area 
to work as a chef. A little more than a 
month. later, on March 30, he died at 
Péconic Bay Medical Center in River- 
head. He turned 70 earlier this year. 

Boggs was truly a Westhampton 
legend. His restaurant was one of the 
longest-running and most popular in 
the Hamptons. It had a presence in 
Westhampton Beach every summer 
since 1985 — with one exception in 
2003 — across four different locations. 

The restaurant was known for its 
local fish specialties, dry-aged prime 
beef and an extensive wine list that 
Boggs curated himself. A self-pro- 
fessed oenophile, he stressed the im- 
portance of pairing the right fine wine 


with a particular meal. Monday night 
lobster bakes at the restaurant became 
a local tradition that drew crowds. 

Boggs had been looking to sell the 
restaurant on Parlato Drive for several 
years and he was ready for a new chap- 
ter in life. David and Rachel Hersch 
of Rooted Hospitality Group, which 
owns Cowfish and RUMBA in Hamp- 
ton Bays, bought the place with plans 
to turn it into fauna, a sister restaurant 
for flora in Westhampton Beach. 

As happy as Boggs was when he 
spoke to Behind the Hedges after the 
sale, it was, of course, bittersweet. In 
that final reflection, he spoke less of 
his legacy ending and more of his grat- 


itude for his loyal customers, his dedi- . 


cated staff — many of whom returned 
year after year — and his friends who 
helped him along the way. 

“I'm going to miss working here 
on Long Island and with the beauti-

ful food that we have,” Boggs said in 
February, but, “I’m celebrating the fact 
that I’ve had a great run.” 

Starr Boggs — an Irish Welsh family 
name — grew up on a 1,000-acre farm 
in Virginia, where, “We grew, raised 


and fished for everything we ate. That. 


instilled a real passion in me for local 
sourcing,” he told Dan’s in 2018. 

He was readying to play football at 
William & Mary College when he was 
sidelined by a knee injury. His fallback 
was a budding culinary passion. 

Boggs came to Westhampten by 
way of Nantucket.in 1981 when Susan 


. McAllister, who owned The Inn at 


Quogue, needed a new chef. After the 
first season, he and McAllister leased 
The Patio and later bought it. q 

McAllister’s help in getting him a 
piece of the restaurant was his “step- 
ping stone,” Boggs remembered. “I 
came here with less than almost pock- 
et change in my pocket, no automobile, 
a sail bag, and that was about it.” 

In 1985, they sold both restaurants 


and he used the proceeds for the first 


Starr Boggs, on Sunset Avenue. The 
40-seat restaurant received four-star 
ratings from both The New York Times 
and Newsday. Boggs recalled how 
there was a waiting list for months. | 
He later brought Starr Boggs to the 
ocean, opening at the Old Dune Deck 
Hotel on Dune Road. During his 12 
years there he also opened Starr Boggs 
at Hampton Square. He sold in 1996, 


-then gave up the beach space in 2002. 


He then bought’ the building at 6 
Parlato Drive, opening in 2004. His 
friend, Barnes & Noble founder Leon- 
ard Riggio, was his real estate partner. 

Looking back on his time in busi- 
ness, Boggs said it was all because he 
was lucky to have good friends, good. 
staff and good customers.

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Signs of Winter Lawn Damage 


Ww can be harsh on a lawn, and 
it's up to homeowners to nurse 
their lawns back to health after they 
endure the elements. That’s often the 
case when winter ends and they uncover 
signs of damage to their lawns.

winter winds, grass can wilt. A deep - 


watering in spring can flush any linger- 
ing solution from the lawn. In future 
winters, homeowners can be as careful 
as possible when applying de-icing solu- 
tions, making a concerted effort to avoid 
spreading any onto the grass and limited 
applications to areas of the driveway and 
walkways that are not close to the grass. 

Brown patches: The National Asso- 
ciation of Landscape Professionals notes 
that brown patches in a lawn often de- 
velop after heavy snowfall. Such patches 
tend to develop where large piles of shov- 
eled snow were deposited, so homeown- 


ers can inspect alongside driveways and — 


walkways. The NALP advises home- 
owners to rake away part of the brown 
patches first. If green tissue is emerging 
beneath, then the lawn will likely be fine 
in due time. However, if the area beneath 


is not green and surrounding areas are © 


already turning green, homeowners may 
need to rake up dead tissue before apply-

ing topsoil to the affected spots. Once 


topsoil is spread, some grass seed can 
be spread and the grass should regain its 
green glory. 

Gray or pink grass: Another indi- 
cator of winter lawn damage linked to 
snow is gray or pink grass. The NALP 
reports that this is a byproduct of snow 


‘mold caused by lingering snow. Action 


may be unnecessary, as the NALP notes 
these circular patterns often go away on 
their own. If not, raking the. affected ar- 
eas might be enough to get the lawn on 
the road to recovery. If the issue contin- 
ues to linger after raking, a topsoil appli- 
cation and subsequent seeding may be 
necessary. 

Homeowners concerned about their 
damaged lawns are urged to contact a 
local landscape professional to correct 
any issues that linger into spring. If your

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Cheryl Wills: 


Star NY] Reporter

heryl Wills is an icon in broadcast 


journalism and has been a staple — 


on New York City television sets for 
the past three decades. A native New 
Yorker, joining New York One was a 
natural transition for her. She has been 
so.successful on the small screen, some 
would say, because she is as much a 
New Yorker as the viewer to whom she 
reports the news. 

Wills comes from a historic family 
with roots extending more than 200 
years in Tennessee. Her father, Clar- 
ence Wills, born on a former-slave 
plantation in West Tennessee, was 
among the first African American fire- 
fighters to be integrated into the Fire 
Department of New York. Joining the 
department’s oldest engine company, 
Engine Company 1, Ladder Company 
24, her father made a career out of 
protecting lives and property from fire. 
Wills sees her father’s service to the 
city as an inspiration and one of the 
reasons that she takes such pride in 
helping New Yorkers remain informed 
— another key to public safety. 

“My father died when I was 13 in a 
motorcycle accident, and it’s important 
that I keep his legacy alive through my 
work as a journalist,” she says. 

Wills has had an award-winning ca- 
reer in journalism. She is the first Af- 
rican American reporter in New York 
One’s history to win an Emmy Award. 
Wills has received the YMCA National 
Black Achievers in Industry Award, 
the Carl T. Rowan Leadership in Media 
Award and the coveted Harold Dow 
Lifetime Achievement Award for her 
“extraordinary and unparalleled con- 
tributions to broadcast media.” She 
has been given an Honorary Doctorate 
from the New York College of Health 
Professions in May of 2005. 

“As someone who was raised in pub- 
lic housing in Queens, it means a lot 
to me to be recognized by my peers in 
the number one media market in the 
world,” she says. “I work with some 
of the best in the business, in televi- 
sion, print and radio. My colleagues 
are tough, and it has been an honor 
to work alongside them to break some 
of the biggest stories over the last 30 
years.” 

While most typically found on the 
anchor’s desk in her news programs,

brought her reporting to the big screen. 
Her reporting, or cameo appearances, 
has appeared on the reels of blockbust- 
er films like Morbius with Jared Leto, 
Spider-Man 2, Freedomland starring 


Samuel L. Jackson, Ghostbusters and 


many others. She has a recurring role 
on Law & Order: Special Victims Unit, 
playing herself, a dedicated New York 
City journalist. 

“On a national basis, more eagle 
know me from Law & Order: SVU than 
the nightly news,” she says. “It’s a real 
thrill because this series has been on 
since 1999, it’s one of the longest-run- 


ning crime dramas on television, and . 


it’s a super honor to be part of a show 
that’s actually meaningful. This brings 
to light sex crimes in New York City, 
something that means a lot to me.” 


Wills decided at a young age that she - 


was going to be a journalist. She at- 


tended the Newhouse School of Public 


Communications at Syracuse, where 


she ‘achieved a Bachelor’s Degree’ _ 


in broadcast journalism. The skills 
learned in her academic career are on 
display nightly, especially when con- 
ducting thorough, in-depth interviews 


with some of the world’s most powerful: 


and noteworthy, including but not lim- 
ited to sitting presidents, Nobel laure- 
ates and internationally recognized 
leaders, ranging from the African con- 
tinent’s first-ever female President to 
the United Nations Secretary-General. 

“I was a natural reporter, I always 
tell people,” Wills says. “I was lucky 
enough to have all four grandparents 
as a child, and I found them fascinat- 
ing. All four of my grandparents were 
raised in the Jim Crow South, and I 


was a New Yorker. I was fascinated by — 


their stories of life in oppression. My 
grandparents were my first interview- 
ees, and they turned out to be histori- 
cal figures in their own way. 

“My maternal grandfather served in 
World War I in a segregated unit,” she 
continues. “He was overseas, and be- 


cause he was in a Black unit, I do not - 


think that they kept the same records 
for him — when I would do research, 
there was not a lot of detail on his ser- 
vice. But he shared his experiences 


with me and saw action, which is pro-’ 


found in its own regard.” 
For Wills, it is clear, that telling sto- 


ries is not just a profession, but a pas- 
sion. She is an award-winning author, 
who has written about a variety of 
topics. Her most acclaimed book, Die

her great-great-great-grandfather’s life 
in which he fought for freedom on the 
battlefields of the Civil War after being 
born a Tennessee slave. Her second 
book tells the same story but is written 
for children, to share her forefather’s 
heroism with the next generation. © 


“What inspired me to write this 


story was that I did not hear (about) 
Sandy Wills as a child. No one ever told 
me that we had an ancestor that fought 
in the Civil War. It was pretty shocking 
that this story was never shared with 
my father or my grandfather. It’s also 


~a testament to the state of oppression 


that they lived in at that time, living in 
abject poverty, which allowed this sto- 
ry to get lost — even though they were 
all in the same place. 

“It was really the bringing ne 
of my father’s life, which was cut short, 
and Sandy’s life, and my original goal 
was to learn more about both of these 
men,” says Wills. 


- She is publishing a new book that 


will become available wherever books 


are sold on May 3. The book is called 
Isn't Her Grace Amazing, which de- 
tails the outstanding women of gospel 
music — many of whom have also been 
lost to history. She shows the correla- 
tion between the music of today and 
how its composition is intertwined 


with the history of gospel. 


“These women carved their own path | 
in the music industry in a male-domi- 
nated industry,” she adds. “The book 
features Mahalia Jackson, known as 
the ‘Queen of Gospel, who died in 1972. 
She was a force to be reckoned with, 
and she was beloved by all, including 
Martin Luther King. She sang at both 
the March on Washington and, tragi- 
cally, at his untimely funeral, as well.” 

“I hope that the next generation re- | 
alizes that most of the music that they 
listen to today was born out of gospel,” 
she concludes. “These women were the 
precursor for hip-hop, pop and -rock 
n’ roll, and you can not talk about to- 
day’s music without the foundational
